Manufacturers recently slow- 
ed the liquidation of factory 
stocks indicating many manu- 
facturers may be nearing the 
point where orders will give 
production a lift rather than 
being filled out of warehouses. 

The first drop in five months 
in the number of workers re- 
ceiving jobless pay was report- 
ed by the Labor Department in 
its report on February. 

Building contract awards 
point to a somewhat better 
than seasonal recovery in con- 
struction with the coming of 
suitable weather.

Council Endorses 
Voting Machines 


Elba City Council went on 
record at the regular meeting 
Monday in favor of voting ma- 
chines for Coffee county. 

The action was taken at the 
suggestion of Roy Shoffner, 
editor of The Enterprise Led- 
ger, who said city councils of 
Enterprise and New Brockton 
had already endorsed the 
changeover, and the proposal 
would be made to Kinston 
council at the next meeting. 

Mr, Shoffner explained that 
only half the present 50 polling 
places would be needed since 
state law provides that each 
box may have not more than 
300 voters with paper ballots, 
but allows 600 voters for each 
polling place with a machine. 
He said the machines cost a- 
bout $2,000 each for a total of 
about $50,000 for Coffee coun- 
ty but that, with half the poll- 
ing places, there would be a 
saving of about $1,200 each e- 
lection, and that total votes 
cast for each candidate could 
be determined within minutes 
after the polls close.

Price Support Set 
On 1961 Oilseeds 


Price supports for the 1961 
crop oilseeds have been set at 
national average supports of 
$2.30 per bushel for soybeans, 
$2.80 per bushel for flaxseed, 
and $49 per ton basis grade 
(106) for loans on farm-stored 
cottonseed, The cottonseed sup- 
port is $45 per ton basis grade 
(100) for purchases from pro- 
ducers, with «propriate dif- 
ferences for purchases from 
ginners to reflect normal hand- 
ling costs. 

Lester Gunter, Chairman, of 
the County ASC Committee, 
explained that the 1961 oilseed 
supports reflect approximately 
79 percent of the March parity 
for soybeans; 73.5 percent of 
parity for flaxseed, and 78 per 
cent of parity for average qual. 
ity cottonseed. 

Supports yor these crovs in 
1960 were $1.85 per bushel for 
soybeans, reflecting 64 percent 
of parity; $2.38 per bushel for 
flaxseed, or 62 percent of pari- 
ty; and $38 per ton loan rate 
to producers for cottonseed and 
$34 per ton purchase price, 
both basis grade (100), reflect- 
ing about 57 percent of parity. 

In announcing the support 
levels, Secretary of Agriculture 
Orville L. Freeman, said, “The 
1961 support price for soybeans 
has been increased 45 cents per 
bushel from last year’s support 
to gear production of this im- 
portant oil crop into the 1961 
emergency feed grain program 
and to meet anticipated needs. 

“The requirement for vege- 
table oils are tremendous 
throughout the world. In view 
of this, there is need to encour- 
age a better balance between 
acreages of soybeans and of 
feed crops for which produc- 
tion is outrunning current 
needs.”

Curtis Duke, director of pub- 
lic relations of the Division of 
Classroom Teachers, A.E.A., for 
Alabama, challenged the par- 
ents and teachers of the En- 
terprise City Elementary school 
to resist ali efforts to have 
their schools used as a political 
maneuvering tool.

He was the principal speaker 
for the monthly meeting of the 
P.T.A. on Tuesday, March 28, 
at 7:30 p.m.. 


Duke said, “Let us get on 
with the essential matter at 
hand, that of educating our 
children, and leave the politi- 
cal manipulations to those 
skilled in the art of talking out 
of both sides of their mouths”. 


He further noted that while 
this state enjoys, generally, one 
of the most prosperous periods 
in its history, many public of- 
ficials are crying “pauperism”’ 
and “poverty” rather than 
urging the citizens to roll up 
their sleeves and pay for a 
first rate system of education. 
He described the present salary 
scheduled for teachers, the 
condition of many buildings, 
and the present proration enig. 
ma as “scandalous.” 

“The unending line of beer 
cans and the overflowing ash- 
trays in America and Alabama 
will always belie any  state- 
ment, official or unofficial, 
that we cannot afford more 
money for schools.” 

The public relations spokes- 
man for some 20,000 Alabama 
teachers cited the fact that in 
1958 (according to reliable esti 
mates from the Department of 
Commerce), the American peo- 
ple spent 33 billion dollars for 
alcoholic beverages, tobacto, 
and commercialized recreation 
while spending only 13 billion 
for all education in the public 
elementary an d_ secondary 
schools. 

The spokesman tor Classroom 
teachers, who is a teacher him- 
self, noted that when class- 
room teachers demanded more 
pay, more professional respect, 
and proved themselves worthy 
of it, this ridiculous situation 
would be resolved.

3 Nearby Counties 
Have Debts Above 
This County’s Top 


Three of Coffee county’s 
neighbors have debts greater 
than that of Coffee county for 
the fiscal year ending Septem- 
ber 30, 1960. Out of the states 
67 counties, 30 exceeded the 
Coffee county debt. 

Last year, two of the coun- 
ty’s neighbors had debts great- 
er than Coffee county and 28 
counties in the state were more 
heavily in the red. 

The figures for the statement 
are contained in the consolidat_ 
ed statement of the county re_ 
venues, indebtedness and ex- 
penditures for the year ended 
September 30, 1960, recently re 
leased by the State Department 
of Examiners of Public Ac- 
counts. 

Coffee County has an indebt.. 
edness of $711,439.69 (Septem- 
ber 30, 1960), an increase of 
$73,343.88 over the same date 
one year before. Adjoining 
counties having a larger debt 
are Geneva,  $1,197,738.41; 
Houston, $1,138,064.50; and 
Pike, $807,378.99. Over the year, 
Pike reduced her debt by al- 
most $124,500; Geneva increas- 
ed hers by over $176,000, and 
Houston jumped her debt up 
by over $733,000. 

Debts of other nearby coun- 
ties are: Covington, $142,484.- 
57; Crenshaw, $86,233.57; Dale, 
$624,933.35. Each of these coun_ 
ties showed a debt smaller 
than Coffee county. 

The Coffee county debt con- 
sists of warrants and notes of 
$668,500 and other indebted- 
ness of $42,939.69. There is no 
bonded indebtedness. Only 
$127.18 is chargeable to the 
county’s constitutional debt li. 
mit. 

While three neighboring 
counties haye debts greater 


than Coffee county, only one . 


county, Houston, has receipts 
greater than Coffee county. 
Houston had receipts of $2,184,- 
940.87 for the fiscal year. Cof- 
fee county’s receipts were $1,- 
037,137.18. Other counties re- 
ceived: Covington, $819,437.18- 
Crenshaw, $612,656.75; Dale, 
$726,290.15; Geneva, $955,054,- 
83; and Pike, $647,304.85. Coy- 
ington, Crenshaw and Dale 
counties showed a decrease in 
receipts for the fiscal year’ 
while other counties gained. 

Coffee county revenue in- 
creased $326,233.14 over the 
year. 

Two of the seven counties 
under study show a decrease 
in expenditures for the year 
ending September 30, 1980 
They are Crenshaw and. Pike 
counties. Other counties in- 
creased their expenditures 
from $69,000 to $233,000, 

Only three counties in the 
entire state show no indebted- 
ness, bonded, warrants, Claims, 
temporary loans and _ other. 
They are Bibb, Randolph and 
Shelby.

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Do You Belong To The Clerisy? . .. 


(From The Imperial Metal Magazine) 


Robertson Davies is a Canadian, a book man, a book 
reviewer, and an author. As author of “A Voice From The 
Attic’’ (Knopf) he has put in readable prose more diver- 
gent and original thought on books than anyone else up to 
this moment. 


He addresses himself to a segment of mankind which 
he calls the clerisy. Who are the clerisy? To use Davies’ 
words, “They are people who like to read books.”’ Then he 
asks; ‘Does the clerisy mean all people who read books? 
No; the name can only be applied with justice to those 
within that body | who read for pleasure and with some pre- 
tension to taste.” 


In this book you are likely to find yourself identified 
and you are sure to find dozens of your friends who fit in- 
to special categories, for instance “hidden books.” These 
are the books” locked in the reader's desk, hidden behind 
shelves.’ Lady Chatterley’s Lover was in this group until 
recently, as were Ulysses and Tropic of Capricorn.

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Technical Training 


Urged as Greatest 
South Alabama Need 


South Alabama is due for a 
growth in the next 10 or 15 
years comparable with the 
growth of the Tennessee valley 
during the last 10 or 15 years, 
Philip J. Hamm, director of 
the George C. Wallace Voca- 
tional and Technical School, 
Napier Field, told the Elba Ro- 
tary Club Monday. 

Mr. Hamm gave two reasons 
for the growth of the Tennes- 
see valley; 1. cheap power gen. 
erated by the river; 2. technical 
know-how. He said that South 
Alabama is going ahead with 
river development and will get 
the cheap power. “But we still 
lack the technical know-how,” 
he said. 

Lacks One Thing 


As a state official whose job 
it was to encourage new indus- 
try to come to Alabama, he 
found that “South Alabama 
has everything in its favor ex- 
cept one. It has a tavorable cli- 
mate, water resources, and is 
near to the Gulf beaches, and 
areas providing hunting and 
fishing for recreation of em- 
ployes in industrial plants. But 
it lacks skilled personnel. 

“We are living in a technical 
age. The minimum wage law 
has made it prohibitive for an 
industry to train workers. They 
must know the principles of 
the job before they go to work, 
and if they know the princi- 
ples, it won’t be difficult to 
learn the details. 

The Best Investment, 

“A few years ago a young le- 
gislator named George C. Wal- 
Jace almost single - handed 
fought for, and obtained, le- 
gislative action to set up tech- 
nical schools in Alabama _ to 
provide industry with boys and 
girls with the technical know- 
how. 

“Money spent in the train- 
ing of our youth is the best in- 
vestment we can make, and I 
want to urge everyone of you 
business and. professional men, 
to take time out from your dai 
ly occupations occasionally to 
talk to the boys and girls with 
‘vhom you are acquainted, and 
use your influence io encourage 
them to gain technical train- 
ing. And I can assure you that 
if any boy or girl lacks the fi- 
nancial means to come to 
George C. Wallace trade school 
and genuinely wants to come, 
that I will find a way te pro- 
vide his tuition.”

School Job - Hunters Advised To Seek 


Jobs Early; Vacancies To Be Scarce 


Youngsters who expect to 
take summer jobs would - be 
wise to start looking now. ac- 
cording to Changing Times, the 
Kiplinger Magazine. High na- 
tionwide unemployment is go- 
ing to make it tougher to get 
a job this year, but it can be 
done if the applicant starts 
now and knows where to look. 

To help him along, a copy- 
righted article in the current 
issue of the magazine includes 
the following suggestions: 

Industry 

Many smaller companies still 
have openings for student 
workers, but the applicant will 
have to check the ones he wish_ 
es to work for. Most of these 
positions are for those interest 
ed in working for the company 
after graduation. 

Larger companies have plen- 
ty of job applications already. 
Though many of them do have 
Student on - the - job training 
programs for the summer 
months, they have wotked 
through college placement of- 
fices for a long time and have 
a backlog of applicants, some 
of whom have worked for them 
in preceding summers, 

The editors of the magazine 
also suggest checking with col 
lege placement offices and lo- 
cal job sources to see whether 
national and international un- 
ion headquarters have notif:- 
ed them of jobs available eith- 
er in headquarters or the !o- 
cals. Factories sometimes hire 
people to fill in for vacationing 
workers. 

Federal Government 

Here, too, the supply of ap- 
plicants exceeds the need. How 
ever, the Civil Service Commis- 
sion still regulates a number 
of summer jobs through its 
Student trainee and student 
assistant programs. In order to 
qualify for a trainee job, a 
dent must pass a Civil Se:
